gulated Army. 


To remove the various Defects in 
Diſcipline, which may have been in- 


troduced, either through Negligence, 


or Prejudice, and confirmed by long 
Practice, is a Work, that will re- 
quire both Time and Perſeverance 
to accompliſh—as well as a much 
more particular and extenſive Plan 


of Reform, and Regulation than the 


preſent one: But, as ſome Un- 
dertaking of this Kind appears now 
to have become ſo indiſpenſably ne- 
ceſſary, that it cannot be any longer 


delayed, without Injury to his Ma- 


jeſty's Service, the following Ge-

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Of Forming Recruits, and 
Training them to the 
Uſe of Arms. 


HE Recruit is to be taught 
the ſeveral Duties of the 
Soldier, by Gradation, and 
regular Stages, as follows; 

Firſt, —His Body is to be formed, 
the Air of the Clown to be baniſhed, 
and a Manly, .Soldier-like Deport- 
ment to be acquired. 


B Secondly, 
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Secondly, — He is to learn to 
mareh with Eafe, and Gracefulnets ; 


and to be taught the Step. 


Thirdly, —The Handling of his 
Arms, and the Manual Exerciſe. 

Fourthly,—Firing, and the Pla- 
toon Exerciſe. 

Fifthly,—Firing with Ball. 

The Recruit is to be drilled re- 
gularly through theſe ſeveral Claſſes 
of Exerciſe, — nor is He, on any Ac- 
count, to be paſſed to the ſecond, 
until He has been made perfect in 
the firſt ;—nor to any ſubſequent de- 
gree, until He is become thoroughly 
Maſter of that which precedes it. 

In the firſt Stage, he is to learn 


the true Poſition of a Soldier; to 


keep his Body erect, without Con- 
ſtraint; his Heels cloſe, and in a 
Line; — his Toes a little turned 
out ;—his Belly rather drawn in, 
than otherwiſe; his Breaſt projected; 
his Shoulders ſquare to the Front, 
and kept well back z—his Hands 
hanging down his Sides, with the 
Palms cloſe to his Thigus ;—his 

Head

Head turned to the Right, ſo as to 
bring the Left Eye, in a direct Line 
with the Center of the Body, with 
his Looks directed to ſome fixed 
Object on the Right. 

In order to render this Attitude 
familiar to him, he muſt firſt be 
practiſed to ſtand in it, for ten Mi- 
nutes, or a Quarter of an Hour, at 
a Time, with his Back againſt a 
Wall, his Heels, the Calves of his 
Legs, his Shoulders, the Back of his 
Head, and the Palms of his Hands, all 
touching the Wall at the ſame Time. 

After having ſufficiently practiſed 
this Poſition, to find it eaſy to him, 
he is to be removed from the Wall; 
and habituated in like Manner, to 
the Support of his whole Perſon, in 


an upright, graceful, and W 


Poſture. 

Dreſſing well to the Right, or 
Left, when in the Ranks, being 
eſſentially requiſite, it is now the 
Time for him to be taught to turn 
his Head, as Occaſion, or the Word

The Length of the Pace to b 
taken, whether in quick, or ſlow 
Time, is two Feet four Inches, mea- 
{uring from Heel to Heel ;---Lines 
ſhould therefore be drawn at that 
Diſtance from each other, and the 
Recruit practiſed on them, till he be- 
comes thoroughly habituated to the 
Pace, and takes it as it were mecha- 


nically.

This is the Stage likewiſe in 


which Recruits are to be exerciſed in 
running; 


firſt gently, and for 
ſmall Diſtances oo but keeping 
their Ranks; afterwards faſter, 
and for at leaſt one, or two hun- 
dred Yards at a Time. 

They are now allo to be taught to 
wheel, in the ſame gradual Way; 
firſt in ſmall Ranks, or Diviſions, 
and afterwards in larger. 2 

When a Recruit has been tho- 


roughly drilled, and perfected in 


thele Exerciſes, ſo as to have ac- 
quired the entire command of his 
Perſon, and to be able to move in 
all Directions with Eaſe and Grace- 
fulneſs, he is to have Arms put 
into his Hands, and to learn the 
Manual Exerciſe, beginning firſt with 
the Poſition of ſhouldered Arms. 
and when perfect Maſter of that, 


he is to be carried ſucceſſivley on, in 


as plain, ſimple, and eaſy a Manner 
as poſſible, and without Hurry, to 
the Performance of the different Mo- 
tions in the Exerciſe, fiſt ſepa- 
| rately

rately by himſelf ;---then by Two's, 
Three's, or Four's; and after- 
wards, in Proportion as He improves 
in Skill and Dexterity, in larger 
Diviſions, or Squads. 

He is next to proceed to the 
Platoon Exerciſe, practiſing for ſome 
Time the Motions only, in very 
ſmall Numbers, and in each of the 
three Ranks, viz, Front, Center, 
and Rear, ſo that he may be dil- 
tinctly ſeen, and inſtructed in the 
Juſt Performance of every one. 
After being well grounded in the 
Motions, and proper Attitudes, 
which cannot be too cloſely at- 
tended to, He proceeds to the Uſe of 
Powder, practiſing the ſame as be- 
fore, and firing with Powder, until 
the Manner of performing this eflen- 
tial Part of the Exerciſe, in all the 
three Ranks, with Coolneſs and 
Preciſion, becomes perfectly fami- 
lar, and ealy to Him. l 

After He has been thoroughly ha- 
bituated, by conſtant drilling for 
ſome Time, to the burning of Pow-

der, he may be brought forward 
to the fifth and laſt Stage of In- 
ſtruction, by firing with Ball at a 
Target ;—which is to be placed, 
firſt at a ſmall Diſtance, from Him, 
and afterwards at a greater, and in 
different Situations, until by Perſe- 
verance, and an uninrermitting 


"Courſe of Exerciſe, He learns to 


hit the Mark, at almoſt every Shot. 
Hut in order to bring Him to this 
neceſſary Degree of Skill and Dex 

terity, Care muſt firſt be taken, that 
He acquires the Habit of biting off 
the Top of his Cartridge, ſo as to 
feel the Powder in his Mouth 
of priming well ;—of putting the 


Cartridge properly into the Muz- 


zle of his Piece; and, laſtly, of 
ramming it well down :——Joatren- 
tion, or Neglect, in any of theſe 
material Articles, may render his 

Fire totally uſelefs, and ineffectual. 
When Recruits have thus gone 
through the ſeveral Claſſes ſepa- 
rately, and in the progreſſive Man- 
ner above directed, they are to be 
thrown 
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be permitted to join, aud do Duty 
with, the Regiment.

and to go through their Firiugs, 
and Manceuvres, two deep: But 
the Practice of Firing, and Ma- 
noœuvring three deep, is to be kept 
up at the ſame time z nor, at Re- 
views in particular, is it, on any 
Account, to be diſpenſed with, with- 
out the Reviewing General's Ap- 
probation, which, on all ſuch Oc- 
caſions, muſt be applied for accord- 
ingly. 

The Interval between the Ranks, 
when at open Order, 1s to be three 
Paces ;—and when at cloſe Order, 
one Pace :;—but in the Firings, 
the Rear Ranks are to lock up, as 
cloſe as poſſible.

The Drummer of the Light In- 
fantry Company, is to be on the Left 
of it; and the whole to be dreſſed 
with the Front Rank of the Regi- 
ment. | 
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The Pioneers to be formed two 
deep, on the Right of the Grenadier 
Company, at the Diſtance of fix 
Paces from it, that being the Interval 
left for the Major :—They are to 
dreſs with the Front and Rear 
Ranks;—'Their Firelocks to be 
flung over the Left Shoulder, and 
their Hatchets advanced againſt the 
ſame Shoulder, with the Edge to- 
wards the Front.

The Men are to be perfectly 
ſteady and attentive, without the 
ſmalleſt Movement of the Head,

ciſe directs; and every Motion, is 
to be caught at the luſtant, the Sig- 
nal is made for it; and to be per- 
formed with as much ſpirit and viva- 
city, as poſſible. 

The Manual Exerciſe being per- 
formed, the Major returns to his 
Poſt upon the Right of the Grena- 
dier Company, 

The Commanding Officer then 
prepares the Regiment forthe Firings, 
by ordering it to Prime and Load, 
and cloſing the Rear Ranks, at which 
laſt word of Command, the Officers 
are to fall into their reſpective Poſts 
in the Front Rank, the Supernu- 
merary ones going into the Rear of 
their Companies, and the Serjeants 
ſtepping up into the intervals in the 
Rear Ranks, to cover their Officers. 
The Major, and Drummers of the 
Right Wing, with the two Fifers, 
move into the Rear of that Wing ;— 
and the Adjutant and Drummers of 
the Left Wing, into the Rear of 
the Left Wing: :— The Muſicians

The Two Files, on the Right 
and Left of the Colours, are to 
form the Reſerve, during the 
Firings.

LL Marches and Movements, 

are to be made 1n given Lines; 
—and all Formations, on fixed and 
determined Qbjects : Intelligent 
Officers, and Non-commiſſioned Of- 
ficers, muſt be occaſionally detached, 
to aſcertain Points, and Diſtances; 
and to facilitate the juſt Performance 


of every Movement, that may be 
ordered. 
No new Poſition is to be taken,

Words of Command, are always 
to be given loud, and in a ſharp 
Tone of Voice, the Juſtneſs, and 
Accuracy of Execution, depending 
ſo much on their being diſtinctly 
heard, and clearly underſtood. 

The Uſe of Drums, or T rumpets; 
——— and of Muſick, 1s to be avoided, 
as much as poſſible; the former 
may be had recourſe to ſometimes, 
for the Circulation of genera] Sig- 
nals ; but the Voice 1s the beſt, 


and ſafeſt Engine to be employed, in 


the immediate Communication of all 
Orders to Troops under Arms, ſo as 
to prevent Diſorder, and Confuſion, 
in the Execution of them, 

The Regiment being completely 
formed, dreſſed by the Right, as 
uſual, when halted, and in Readi- 
neſs for any Movement, that may be 
ordered ; if it is to march in a 


a direct Line to the Front, the Com- 


manding Officer having firſt cloſed 


the Ranks, prepares it for ſuch 
Move- 
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Movement, by the following Cau- 
tion. | 


The Battalion will move forwards. . 


On this the Captain poſted in the 


Center of the Front-Rank, and the 


Enſigns carrying the Colours, are to 
ſtep out two quick Paces to the Front, 
in order that they may be diſtinctly 
ſeen by the whole Battalion, both 
Wings of which are immediately to 
look to them, and to keep conſtantly 
dreſſed by them, in marching. 

The Captain, (having placed Him- 
ſelf between the Colours, to lead the

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On Occaſions, where no -ſecond- 
or intermediate Objects, ſuch. as are 
here required, preſent themſelves, in 
the Line of March of the Battalion, 


tlie Commanding Officer muſt ad-

per Places, to anſwer the ſame

When the Commanding Officer 
has choſen the Ground, on which

yet They were ſtill to conſider it, as 


an indeſpenſable Part of their Duty, 
to give ſuch Attendance there, as 
might be neceflary, for the above 
mentioned, moſt eſſential Purpoſes ;-- 
and that their preſence at the An- 


nual Reviews in particular, is not 


to be diſpenſed with, on any Ac- 
count whatſoever, without His 


Majeſty's Permiſſion, expreſſly ob- 
tained for that Purpoſe, unleſs the 


Review ing Sener ſhould happen 
to be junior to them in Rank. 

It being of the moſt eſſential Con- 
ſequence to the Army, that the 
Recruiting Service ſhould be Carried 

on

on with Diligence, His Majeſty re- 
quires the Commanding Officers of 
Corps in general, to pay a ſtrict, and 
unremitting Attention, to the Con- 
duct of the Officers, employed on 
that Duty; and to make uſe of every 
Exertion within their Power, that 


may tend to promote the Succeſs of 


their Parties. — And as His Ma- 
jeſty's Regulations expreſſly require, 
that all Regiments ſhall be complete 
to their full Eſtabliſhment, every 
Spring, His Majeſty is molt gract- 
ouſly pleaſed to add fuither, that 
no Commanding Officer of a 
Corps, can more effectually recom- 
mend himſelf to His Royal Notice, 
and Favour, than by fulfilling that 


| moſt important Part of his Duty, 


which requires his keeping the Corps 
under his Command, always com- 
plete, and in conſtant Readiueſs for 
immediate Service.
